POSTMASTER YET
AT DANGER POINT

HO.V EDGAB A1.1.AX, JR.

Condition of Edgar Allan, Jr..
Though Improved, Gives Cause

for Apprehension.
To allay rumors current In th-» city

concerning the condition of Kdsar Allan,
Jr., who is seriously ill In St. Luke's
Hospital, a formal statement was given
out last night to The Times-Dispatch
by Or. SL O. Burke In regard to the
illness of the postmaster.
"While Mr. Allan haa been desper¬

ately ill," said Dr. Burke, ".we believe
that he is now practically out of dan¬

ger. Signs of Improvement in his
condition are noticeable daily, and the
worst seems to have passed. We have

every expectation that Mr. Allan will
recover."
While not willing to admit that his

patient was in extremis, as was com-

monly reported. Dr. Burke was not will¬

ing to declare Mr. Allan absolutely out

Of danger. The trutli of the matter Is!
that the postmaster for several days
eras at death's door, and even thoufrh
indications yesterday were that he was

taking a turn for the better, all the

apprehension of vital trouble has not
been allayed.
As his condition stands, unless un¬

expected troubles and setbacks appear,
the physician expects Mr. Allan to

recover ultimately, but his present
weakness prevents the positiv» asser-

f-tion that he will regain his grip on'

This is the fourth week that Mr. AI-
'lan has been in the hospital, and he Is

greatly weakened by gufTerlng and the
days of inactivity. He Is far too ill to
allow any one to be admitted to his
room.

It is understood that It was the
original intention of the physicians,
when Mr. Allan was taken to the hos-

jpital. to operate, but conditions which
developed later put this out of the
»juestion, certainly for the time being.
Dr. Burke said that the attending phy¬
sicians had formed no conception of
when Mr. Allan would be strongenough
to stand an operation. About a year
a«o the postmaster underwent an oper-
ation for appendicitis and made a fa-
mous recovery. On preliminary dlag-
nosls several weeks ago. Mr. .Allan's
condition did not appeaj- as severe as It
afterwards proved to be. and the fort-
night's rest In the hospital, which Mr.
Allan anticipated when he laid down
his office cares, has evolved Into a des-
perate fight for life.
Kdgar Allan. Jr.. was appointed post-

Marnier of Richmond in 1909 to succeed
Kerya] K. CabeIT. who gave up the office
to become United States Commissioner
of Internal Revenue at the invitation
of President Taft. Mr. Allan was ap¬
pointed for a term of four years by
President Taft, and his "ommlsslon will
expire in December. 1913.

FORREST SAYS POE
KNEW BIBLE WEll

Professor Takes Issue With
Those Who Slight Poet's
Biblical Acquaintance.

"It has been often said of Edgar
Allan Poe that no work needed the
influence of the bible more than hia.
and that none shoa-ed auch a woeful
lack of scriptural touches, but I shall
have to disagree with any euch pro¬
nouncement. I have personaiiy gone
over almost everything that Poe wrote,
and while J cannot give figures until
I complete the work. 1 can say that
that are literally hundreds of places
in Poes poetry and prose where he
shows the results of a close study of
the Blole."

In his lecture Dr Forrest traced
the hlatory of the Knglish Bible from
tiie days of Wyclifr and Tj addle until
the present time, showing briefly that
Wyclifr gave Impetus to the mov«fi}ent
for its translation. Tyndale. the pun¬
gency of expression, and Coverdale the
form of language.
He pointed out varlou* writers on

whom its mtluences is readily per¬
ceptible. In closing, he recounted a

number of ways In which Bible read¬
ing would benefit the person who
writes English to-day. In this con¬
nection he aiiuded to the quality of
brevity which he said was lacking
from modern compositions.

"I wonder." he said, "what a re¬

porter for a great New York news¬
paper would have written a out the
creation! What headlines would he
hfive put over his story! Vuntraat
such a method, with the short, simple
sentences In the Bible and you have
a lesson In brevity which can nowhere
be excelled.*"
